APPROVED BY NEXT OF KIN 


Work of the Graves Commission Es­ 
tablished by General 
Pershing la 
Praised by President Moore of tho 
Fine Arts Commission. 
By JAMES P. HORNADAY. 
Washington.—It appear* reasonably 
certain now that the bodies of the 
American soldiers who died in France 
during tbs world war, either from dis­ 
ease or In battle, will remain in the 
“Held of honor” cemeteries that have 
been established in that country. The 
government from the first has been 
disposed to adopt a policy which would 
satisfy the greatest number of next 
of kin here ut borne. Through various 
methods the war department lins un­ 
dertaken to ascertain the sentiment of 
fathers and mothers aud other near 
relatives of the men who fell ami 
while, of course, It has not been pos­ 
sible to reach even a large per cent of 
the persons most interested, the ii*** 
part meld has been successful in getting 
expressions from ii great ninny of the 
next of kin and very generally Hie ex­ 
pression Is one of desire to have tho 
bodies of th** heroes remain iii the 
"held of honor” cemeteries. 
The late. Col, Roosevelt was among 
tile tirst of the fathers to say that ho 
desired that the body of his son. kill­ 
ed while lighting a buttle In *ihe air, 
should remain over there. After Doh 
Roosevelt had given expression to that 
view Hie prevailing sentiment, which 
up to that tittie had seemed to fn\«*r 
a return of the bodies, underwent u 
change. 
A definite policy* has not yet been 
decided on by the war department hut 
unless the next of kin shall make a 
protest, and the war department be­ 
lieves there Is no possibility of that 
being done, 
the bodies will not lie 
brought hack. 
No tuition ever took 
more Interest in its soldier dead than 
Hie United State* has been taking, and 
Is taking iii the proper disposition of 
the bodies of the men who gave Hielf 
lives In the world war. 
Work of Graves Commission. 
It Is now more than a year slum 
the gruves commission, an organiza­ 
tion established by General Pershing 
after the signing of the fimii«ticc. be­ 
gan Jts work of collecting the dead, 
making stir** of Identification and as­ 
sembling the bodies in the “tlcld ot 
honor” cemeteries. This work Is by no 
menus over, hut It has reached the 
stage where the government Is aids 
to say that It has been nhle to account 
for nearly oil the men who were lost 
in Hie war. It will never he possible 
of course, to locate Hie body of every 
soldier that fell and he sure that the 
Identification is correct. It is the test I- 
mony, however, of many persons w ho 
have Ih’co to France and hack during 
recent months that the government bus 
done a remarkable piece of work In 
locating Isolated graves. 
Identify mg 
Hie men buried In them, aud Iii as­ 
sembling the bodies In the large ceme­ 
teries, where each grave is marked 
with ii cross that hears the name of 
the soldier, lf the name is available. 
For the most part the American 
dead are being assembled In cemete­ 
ries that are to he In fact American 
cemeteries. 
Through an arrangement 
with the French 
government 
these 
cemeteries have been established, and 
will he under the control of the Unit­ 
ed States government. Uniform pinna 
for them have been adopted. Knell one 
Is to he surrounded by ti white fence, 
the paths are to he gravelled, and, as 
already noted, there Is to he a cross 
at the head of each grave, which is 
to he the temporary marker. It Is the 
intention of the government later to 
provide a stone for each grave. The 
war department says this will In* done 
as smut as congress provides the mon­ 
ey and the department expects to ask 
the legislative body to supply the mon­ 
ey at the coming regular session. 


Approved by Fine Arte Head. 
The commission of tine arts recently 
sent Its president. Charles Moore, to 
France to 
lns|»ect 
the work of the 
graves commission, and Mr. Moore r**- 
ported that everything is progressing 
in a most satisfactory "ay . He says 
the locations of the cemeteries are 
excellent and that Hie care given to 
the graves is increasingly g«*o*l and 
that the plans which are being devel­ 
oped are such as will make these ceme­ 
teries sacred places to which relatives 
and friends may go with the certainty 
of finding that the graves are respect­ 
ed and honored, even beyond those in 
any 
military 
cemetery In our own 
country. 
The government has definitely de­ 
cided to bring home the bodies of all 
soldiers of the world war who gave 
up their lives in any country except j 
France. One hundred and eleven bod­ 
ies of Americans who passed away I 
in northern Russia arrived only th* 
other day at New York. The relatives 
were notified immediately and these 
bodies are now being sent to the next 
of kin at the government’s expense, j 
The soldiers who have died of disease 
in Germany ainee the American army 
of oceuiMitlon entered that country ars 
all burled there tem (smartly, but It la 
proposed to bring hack all of I bes# 
bodle*. 


TRUTH 
ABOUT HIS ILLNESS 


It Was Nothing Out Nervous Break­ 
down at First, but Alarming Col­ 
lapse 
Followed—Public 
Business 
Well Conducted by the Cabinet.

Washington.— It will soon he two 
months since l’re*eideftt Wilson was 
stricken with Illness. 
Now that lo1 is 
traveling down the good broad high­ 
way of recovery, It will not be un 
Indiscretion to say that for at least 
three weeks after he was forced to 
abandon his speaking four his physi­ 
cians and the members of bls immedi­ 
ate family were greatly concerned about 
his condition. 
There never was the 
slightest ground for the sensational 
stories that traveled from mouth to 
mouth to the effect that the ailment 
was more than an ordinary breakdown, 
hut the president was sri completely 
prostrated physically that those per­ 
sia s attending him realized from the 
tirst that It would take careful nurs­ 
ing to bring hack bls strength, 
It Is not generally known that the 
alarming physical collapse did m»t oc­ 
cur until after the president readied 
Washington from Kansas, where the 
announcement was made of the cancel­ 
lation of his speaking engagements. 
He went out for two automobile rides 
after his return, and It was not un­ 
til the third day after bls arrival that 
the alarming weakness overcame him. 
That 
there 
Is 
general 
rejoicing 
throughout the land over the presi­ 
dent’s surf*, lf slow, recovery, Is re­ 
vealed in the hnndeds of letters that 
reach Ho* executive office every day 
from all conditions of people express­ 
ing gratification over the fortunate out­ 
come of the chief executive’* Illness. 
At one time there seemed to he a gen­ 
eral disposition to criticise the presi­ 
dent’s physicians for the seemingly 
unsatisfactory character of the dally 
bulletin* that wen* Issued. 
Tin* phy­ 
sicians Insisted then that they were 
not withholding any Information, urn! 
In the light of biter developments Hie 
public now m il I ae* that they were 
perfectly frank In their statement*. 


Very Few Have Seen Him. 
In all ti ie ti me that the president 
has been confined to his bed In Hie 
White lfoys** not to exceed a half 
dozen person* outside the attending 
physician* and the members of his Im­ 
mediate family have been permitted to 
see him. 
Tor the first three weeks no 
one outside of (hi* members of the Im­ 
mediate family was permitted to visit 
bim. 
Then the rule was stretched so 
ns to permit Joseph P. Tumulty, the 
presidential secretary, to visit him 
once a day aud talk to him privately 
It (Mutt pressing government business. 
H ic next person outside of Hie family 
1 circle permitted to talk with him was 
A. Milcliell Palmer, the attorney gen­ 
eral, who found It necessary to con­ 
sult hint when the miners’ strike devel­ 
o p e . 
Then came Albert, king of the 
Belgians, and the queen of the Bel­ 
gians, and their son. 
Now tin* physicians arc permitting 
him to see one or two members of the 
cabinet each day lf they have pressing 
business 
to 
present, 
and 
United 
States senators are allowed to slip 
In for short conferences. 
No attempt 
Is made to conceal Hie fact that the 
president's physical st1%ngll\ has re­ 
turned rather slowly. It has not kc|* 
pace with the activity of his mind. For 
more than a month he has been asking 
daily for permission to transact more 
business than his physicians would 
penult him to touch. The next step of 
the physicians will he permission for 
him to go automobile riding again, a 
form of recreation of which he is ex 
ceedingly fond. While th** physicians 
In their professional capacity will not 
of course make any prediction as to 
when Hie president’* health will he 
fully restored, the general talk about 
the executive offices Is that he ought 
to In* squarely on his foot by th** first 
of January. 
Public Business Didn’t Suffer. 
When flu* president was stricken a 
good deal of concern was expressed 
not only here In Washington but In va­ 
rious sections of th** country lest the 
government’s Into!ne** might suffer for 
lack of presidential attention. 
A* h 
matter of fart, th** groat government 
machine has moved along about as 
usual. 
Fortunately there was nothing 
of vital importance requiring the pres­ 
ident’s 
signature 
during 
the 
three 
weeks when Ids illness prostrated him 
The cabinet met the emergency in a 
most satisfactory way. Under the lead­ 
ership of Robert Lansing, secretary of 
state, It Ilegan holding regular meet­ 
ings as soon ag the word went out 
that the president might be laid up 
for a long time, ami it was found nec­ 
essary to hold a good many special 
meeting*. The cabinet members showed 
no hesitancy 
In 
taking 
the Inltia 
five in dealing with many large prob­ 
lems. and the general verdict here is 
that th** government's business has In 
no way suffered during the weeks the 
president has been shut In. 
It Is foreseen that by the time the 
president is able to enter fully luto 
the activities of his office there will be 
numerous foreign problem* and any 
bundler of domestic problems pressing 
for hi** consideration.
